position of New England, was to 
make that region of our country a 
great and nourishing manufacturing 
district. This changed Mr. Web- 
ster's views^—he then became con- 
vinced that the protective-tariff poli- 
cy was the wisest and best for this 
country. The recent intimation of 
the Chicago Tribune that both Web- 
ster and Clay doubted the constitu- 
tionality of the protective-tariff prin- 
ciple is not warranted by the facts. 
Both of those great statesmen de- 
fended its constitutionality, and even 
when, at the outset of his Congres- 
sional career, he opposed protection, 
Mr. Webster had no question of its 
constitutionality.—Chicago Journal.

DECATUR SHOULD HAVE IT. 


The New Fire Alarm System and How I 


Works. 


Mr. G. M. Stine, a very agreeable am 


loquacious gentleman, representing 
Bloomington company which has en 
gaged extensively in the manufacture o 
Shnte's "Automatic, Indicating Fir 
Alarm" apparatus, has been in the city 
since Saturday, and has rigged up an in 
dicator, alarm bells, alarm boxes, eleotri 
batteries and connecting wires at fire de 
partment headquarters, where the system 
will be fully explained to all who cali 
'I his forenoon a REPUBLICAN reporter in 
company with Fire Chief Foster, made ai 
inspaction of tho new but simple system 
and the Chief went away feeling that i 
would be a very wisp thing for Pecatu 
to give it a trial. The system is the sami 
that is used in Bloominston and &imila 
to the electric fire alarm used in all the 
larger cilies. Alarm boxes are placed ii 
different parts of the city marked say "A' 
for the first ward, "J?" for the second, "0 
for the third, and so ou. F.ach is mini 
bered to correspond with tho number1; on 
each of the clock-like indicators, if there 
was one placed in each of the three hope 
houses. A fire occurs in a certain block 
and any person having a key (and au> 
number may be given to parties in the 
neighborhood.! goes to the box, unlocks i' 
and turns on the nlnrni. At fmce the 
alarm is sounded at the hose house anil 
the fire is located at the same moment 
The man in charge of the hose house rings 
the tolling alarm bell, the volnntcci fire- 
men come to the rescue, and inhtanth 
start for tho scone of the conflagration 
without asking any questions and without 
wandering about the streets inquiring 
"Where's the fire?" as is often the case. 
Mr. Stiue told the reporter that it would 
cost the oity about Ji2,30f) to purchase 25 
boxes and four indicators ami have thorn 
rigged np in working order by the com- 
pany, or 20 alarm boxes with all the nec- 
essary apparatus could be rented at an 
annual cost of about ?10U, 31r. Stinp 
also has a perfect burglar alaun and a 
curious looking automatic fin1 alarm box- 
designed to be used in factories, ollices, 
wtel sleeping apartments, etc. Thppp 
automatic arrangements connect with tho 
ire alarm wires, anil in case of a blnw in 
a building (it night or at any time, sound 
.he alarm at the hosp house. JJccatur 
needs a tire alarm system of this kind.

opens with a recital of the fact that nt the 
date of the Inspector General's last re- 
port the Illinois National Guard consisted 
of 8,229 scattered soldiery, in nil stnyos of 
discipline. It comprised three brigades 
In speaking of the reorganization of the 
Guard, the adjutant general snjs: 


I discovered that many of the compan- 


ies were stationed at small towns -some 
without railroad or telegraphic commu- 
nication, nnd could by no possibility ren- 
der speedy and efficient service to tho 
state, even if they were otherwise in a 
condition to do so. I deemed it my first 
duty to ascertain the ability of the sever- 
al organizations to render eflicieut service 
on instant notice; and, also, their charac- 
ter and condition generally. I therefore 
summoned to this office the inspector 
general and tho assistant inspectors of 
Lirigades, and asked to be informed of the j 
status of the several regiments, battalions 
and companies. Upon the rccommenJu- i 
tion of these officers quite a number of 
Jompanies were disbanded without fur- 
;her investigation, 
f then ordered the in- 


spector general to make a most thorough 
nspection of every command in the state, 
;o ascertain its efficiency and make report 
;o this office. Upon this report thirty- 
seven companies were disbanded, and the 
x>rce reduced to about 5,000 officers and 
enlisted men. 


The general states that appropriations

are entirely inadequate to carry out the 
>rovisions of the law under which it is 
organized,
